STATEMENT ISSUED BY PENNSYLVANIA COAL 


AND COKE CORPORATION AT CRESSON 


To the employes of the Pennsylvania Coal & Coke Corp.: 
, 
The President of the United' States, through the 
j Washington conference, made a consistent effort to bring 
'about an agreement between the operators and the mine 
workers for a settlement of the strike in the union field. 
The first conference between the miners and the operators 
failed. The President made a second suggestion in which 
full recognition of the union was created, through a re- 
quest that both miners and operators resume work on the 
scale and working conditions in effect March 31st, 1922, 
and that a provisional scale, effective March 31st, 1923, 
be left to an arbitration commission, also that the other 
questions under dispute, together with recommendations 
for future relations, be left to the same commission after 
they had investigated the problems of the industry. 


The President's second request was accepted by a 


large majority of operators, of which this Company was 
one, without reservations.

Failing in both efforts the President then invited the 


Bituminous mine owners whose plants are now shut down 
by strikes, to resume operations. 
He has not dictated 


any fixed basis for resuming work, simply stating that 
he is inviting the mine operators to return to their mines 
and resume activities.

trying to drive the men into the mines by force are delib- 
erate lies, as a careful reading of the proclamation will 
show.

For fifteen months this Company has, with others, 


/tied to secure confidence for the operators by co-operat- 
nttff'ith the leaders of District No. 2 on some basis that 
wilt protect the interests of our employes and ourselves. 
So lar our efforts have failed. 
To de'prive fellow citizens of the necessities of life 


is a grave matter. The fense of responsibility to our 
country which every citizen must feel compels us to com- 
ply at once with the President's invitation and endeavor 
to get in touch with our employes.

Therefore this Company announces its policy as 


>/ollows: 
FIRST, 
We do not propose to bring in outsiders to op- 


erate our mines.

SECOND,—We are not and have never been opposed to 
collective bargaining with a duly authorized representa- 
tive of our employes.

THIRD,—We insist that the term "collective bargaining 
means that both interests mcst have fair consideration, 
that competitive conditions mur.t be duly recognized if 
satisfactory results are to be secured for either our em- 
ployes or ourselves. 
FOURTH,—We are heartily in favor, and have been, of 
a thorough investigation into all phases of the industry, 
includingJ invested capital and profits and competitive 
conditions. We have nothing to fear from such an inves- 
tigation and have a firm belief that if it is authorized by 
law and is undertaken by a body of unbiased men from 
all walks of life that it would result in recommendations 
that would be of benefit to the workers, the public and 
the operators.

We believe that such an investigation to be ol 


lasting'benefit would take months of study and research, 
therefore it is unwise to defer the resumption of mining 
pending such a thorough inquiry into the complex prob- 
lems of our industry. ,

SIXTH, 
There should be a fair participation by the 


miner and operator in the economic changes of the in- 
diMry but the miner should be protected against any 
unreasonably low return for his services which sometimes 
results from ruinous competition between operators. In 
other \vords, the miners should have fair minimum wage 
^•y,tes at all times.

JbsEVENTH, For some month's we have been studying a 
sliding wage scale whereby the workers would share in 
any rise in the selling price of coal above a basis to be 
agreed upon. We are ready to offer an agreement of this 
kind at once. 
Proposed Sliding Scale. 


We figure that if this sliding scale was now in force 


&l Resent market prices the miner's wages would be 
higher than those in effect on March 31st last. 
Our idea is that the scale would have a base price 


and a minimum wage. 
The prices and wages in effect 


under the Fuel Administration when the armistice was 
signed in 1918. When higher prices are realized than 
the wages paid each month would be increased in the 


' sai^fcpercentage as any increase received in the price 


of <^ul above that basis. 
Under this plan it would be necessary for a repre- 


sentative of the miners to audit monthly the prices receiv- 
ed by us for our coal. 
'We are willing to put such a plan into effect until 


April 1st next, unles* a district settlement is reached 
which our employes or the Company might prefer to 
adopt. We invite our employes, their committees or their 
district representatives to confer with us at once. 
The 


officers of the Company are ready to explain the plan or 
to arrange conferences or general meetings which Mr. T. 
H. Watkins will attend.

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STATEMENT ISSUED BY PENNSYLVANIA COAL 


AND COKE CORPORATION AT CRESSON 


To the employes of the Pennsylvania Coal & Coke Corp.: 
, 
The President of the United' States, through the 
j Washington conference, made a consistent effort to bring 
'about an agreement between the operators and the mine 
workers for a settlement of the strike in the union field. 
The first conference between the miners and the operators 
failed. The President made a second suggestion in which 
full recognition of the union was created, through a re- 
quest that both miners and operators resume work on the 
scale and working conditions in effect March 31st, 1922, 
and that a provisional scale, effective March 31st, 1923, 
be left to an arbitration commission, also that the other 
questions under dispute, together with recommendations 
for future relations, be left to the same commission after 
they had investigated the problems of the industry. 


The President's second request was accepted by a 


large majority of operators, of which this Company was 
one, without reservations.

Failing in both efforts the President then invited the 


Bituminous mine owners whose plants are now shut down 
by strikes, to resume operations.

trying to drive the men into the mines by force are delib- 
erate lies, as a careful reading of the proclamation will 
show.

FOURTH,—We are heartily in favor, and have been, of 
a thorough investigation into all phases of the industry, 
includingJ invested capital and profits and competitive 
conditions.

JbsEVENTH, For some month's we have been studying a 
sliding wage scale whereby the workers would share in 
any rise in the selling price of coal above a basis to be 
agreed upon.

We figure that if this sliding scale was now in force 


&l Resent market prices the miner's wages would be 
higher than those in effect on March 31st last. 
Our idea is that the scale would have a base price 


and a minimum wage. 
The prices and wages in effect 


under the Fuel Administration when the armistice was 
signed in 1918. When higher prices are realized than 
the wages paid each month would be increased in the 


' sai^fcpercentage as any increase received in the price 


of <^ul above that basis. 
Under this plan it would be necessary for a repre- 


sentative of the miners to audit monthly the prices receiv- 
ed by us for our coal. 
'We are willing to put such a plan into effect until
